don is Mnch later Than Last Tear. 


Tbe month of May has been nn unus- 


ual one. Tbe weather has been remarka- 
bly cold for this time of year, a fact 
which has caused' the season to be very 
late. Tbe figures of Prof. Coanrndt, the 
government?weather observer, show that 
tbe coldest day of the month waa on the 
first when tbe mercury fell to 33 degrees. 
The warmest day was on tbe .seventh 
when It was 86 degrees above. There was 
a frost on the first and also a slight one 
on the morning of the twenty-ninth when 
tbe mercury was at 36 degrees. The 
weather during tbe month of May last 
year Wfs muob warmer. Tbe mean tern- 
leratnre was 71 degrees which Is much 
jlgher than tho average of this year. 
The coldest uay tbe'temperature was 49 
degrees and it rose as blgb as 92 degrees. 


The rainfall during tbe past month has 


been light. It has rained on seven days 
and tha total precipitation bat been but 
3:21 -laches. Last year It was 4.76 Inchee. 
During the month there have been fifteen 
clear days, twelve partly cloudy days and 
tour eland; days. The prevailing direc- 
tion of the wind was northwest. 


Tbe cold weather of the month has 


made the season very late. Some forms 
of vegetation were damaged by tbe late 
fnute., Everything Is much later than 
nmal. Vegetables which last year at this 
time were In this loeayty ready to be used 
are now only budding and many of tbe 
flowers are slow in blooming.

divine, and what usages more saored than

The brave Wallace, the liroy Eilpatrlok, 
tbe heroic McPberson, the gallant Rose 
crane, the courteous Hancock, tbe daring 
Custer, tbe modest Meade, whose monu- 
ment more enduring than eternal brass 
Is his country's gratitude won at Gettys- 
burg.

long breathing spells, but wbo moved 
like a tornado and struck with tbe foroe 
of an avalanche. Of Sheridan, too. tbe 
Marshal Ney of America; tbe man wbo 
awoke one morning at Winchester to tbe 
moan of defeat and slept that nigbt at 
Fisher's bill, 20 miles a way, to tbe oiU8ic|oi 
victory. Of Sherman, too, tbe man whose 
eagle eye took in all parts of tbe battle 
field at a glance, tbe man whose presence 
was the harbinger of victory, and whose 
keen blade and sleepless energy cleft tbe 
rebellion in twain from Atlanta to the 
sea.

whose flying looks and waving sabre was 
as gooi to your eyes as a glimpse of home, 
and his 'Forward' to your cars tbe sweut- 
631 music. 


"And now to a practical question

and the fruits of victory, we are led to aik 
If the fruits of victory are commensurate 
with the effort and the sacrifice

have we in return for all of tbls struggle 
and treasure' A few years ago it was my 
privilege while in the southland to visit 
one oi our national cemeteries,, to stand 
within Its saored peroinctsand walk amid 
thu thousands upon thousands ef graves 
that covered the verdnred slope overlook- 
Ing the Mobile Bay.

physiology or medicine. 


"One-flfth'to the person who has pro- 


duced the most distinguished Idealistic 
•work o[ literature. 


"One-flfth to the person who has work- 


ed the most or best for advancing the fra- 
ternization of all natione and for abolish- 
ing or diminishing the standing armies 
as well-as for thr forming or propagation 
of committees o' peace." 


Nobel's sole purpose appears to have 


Tieen the advancement of science and lit- 
erature and tho good of the whole world, 
and therefore the contests are open to the 
people ot every nation en earth. Be espe- 
cially sets forth in this extraordinary tes- 
tament that "no Importance shall be at- 
tached to any difference of nationality in 
awarding the prizes," and the high stand- 
Ing of the tribunals whiob shall pass judg- 
ment on the competitors insures fairness 
In the awards.

And thirdly, we taught Cuba the boon of 
political liberty, lying as she does at our 
doors, and we are under obligation to nid 
her in fol'owlng our teaching. Another 
reason is tbe feebleness of the people as 
compared with the army of 250,000 men 
sent by Spain.

THE D&UHTLESS iGAIH CAPTURED, 


The Spaniards Capture 323 Women and 


166 Children—The Prettiest Girls 


Are Parceled Out Among

Key West, Fls., June 1.—At Lima, 


Mntanzas Province, the guerilla band of 
Captain Sot was almost exterminated 
last week by a Cuban band who bad 
eworn to kill tnem (or their past out- 
rages 
The Spaniards made a raid npon 


the Cuban ramp, Intending to surprise It, 
having a renegade Cuban as guide. Th« 
Cubans were apprised of their approach 
and they laid a trap. As the Spanish 
((uerlllas approached they silently left 
their camp and bid In the thick under- 
growth 
The Spanish foroes stole up In 


the camp, and, seeing 11 was quiet, burst 
upon It wltb yells, shooting Into the butt 
ami preparing to daughter Ml. Tn» 
Cubans then fired at their opponents,who, 
being in the light of the oamp fins, pre- 
sented good marks, and charged upon 
them with the machete. The guerrilla* 
were EC surprised tbat they oonld not run 
at first and the momentary hesitation 
coit them their lives. The Cubans «ur- 
rounded.tbem and out them down merci- 
lessly as they attempted to escape from 
this death trap. Over forty-fire were 
killed, only seventeen escaping. The 
Cubans lost twenty, the fight being a hot 
one for so few men engaged. 


A oamp of paolflcos at Mariana, near 


Havana, was raided by Spanish guerrillas 
last week, and on the pretense tbat the 
women bad been sent for, fifteen of the 
younger women and girls were arrested 
ana taken away, ostensibly to be brought 
to Havana. 
When the paclfioos oama to 


Havana to ascertain the fate of their 
women folks they oould not find any trace 
of them, It was simply a ruse of tb 
guerillas to capture and abduct the women 
for purposes of their own.

Clara Province, were attacked by a small 
insurgent band, ambnicaded, who fired 
several volleys at the Spaniard!. The 
machete order was given, and six were

At Legua Blanco, near Jlquani, several 


engagements occurred recently, In which

troops were suooessf nlly met and defeated 
by Gen. Garcia In person, it is reported. 
Ihe fight really started near Bayamo, but 
tho Spanish troops pushed on, followed 
and attacked by the Insurgents, so tbat it 
wae a running fight for nearly thirty sli 
hours 
The Spanish forces, over 1600 


strong were harassed on all sldei, and 
beaten so badly that the Spanish 
en 


camped and sent for re-enforcements be- 
fore venturing near Jlquani. While the 
Cubans did lot venture Into a pitched 
battle, yet they hovered so elosely, cuitlnf 
cff the provision oarts and small parties 
tbat the Spanish foroes were kept In snot 
constant alarm that the troops wen 
broken up. Several hundred were killed 
before the foroes reached Jlquani.

meat reported at 3500, sent from Holgaln 
and a Cuban force sent to Intercept It 
Tho Cubans were well posted on the bill
